HOW  THE  KINO  TIATBUD  Cl  TUB 
POIKTKXNTU  CSNTt'gY. 

T!ie  King  and  his  nobles  generally  mads 
their  journeys  ou  horseback,  but  they  also 
•fioe^aathed  carnages.  Nothing  gives  a  better 
idea  of  the  rude,  cumbrous  luxury  which 
was  at  that  tbne  the  boa.st  of  dvil  life  than 
,  the  stiwctnre  of  those  heavy  machines  The 
bust  o!  them  had  four  wheels,  and  three  or 
|  four  horses,  harueabed  in  single  file  ,  one  of 
,  them  wa*  ridden  by  a  postillion  armed  with 
a  whip  with  a  short  handle  and  several 
ihongH.  Solid  beam*  rested  on  the  axles, 
and  a  truck  with  a  round  top  like  a  tunnel 
was  placed  upon  this  frame  ,  the  -unsightly 
!  effect  of  the  whole  can  be  imagined,  ah 
though  there  wa>  extreme  elegance  in  de- 
i  tad*.  The  wheels  were  overlaid  with  oma- 
i  meat,  and  the  spokes,  as  they  approached 
j  the  outer  rim,  took  the  form  of  a  pointed 
arch  ;  die  wooden  sales  of  the  carriage  were 
painted  and  gilded,  and  the  inside  was  hung 
with  the  beauuful  tapestry  so  common  in 
that  age.  The  seats  were  covered  with  em- 
j  b rendered  cushions,  ou  which  it  was  possible 
to  lake  a  half -reclining  posture  ;  there  were 
|  pillows  in  Lhe  auglev  as  if  to  provoke  sleep, 
und  square  windows  hung  with  silken  cure 
;  tains  p.erced  the  sidoe  of  the  carriages.  It 
,  was  thita  that  noble  ladies  traveled,  their 
|  slendei  forms  encased  in  tight  dresses  which 
defined  ail  the  movements  of  the  body. 
The  yoong  noble,  as  closely  confined  in  his 
/upon ,  regarded  his  companion  with  a  com¬ 
placent  air,  and  if  of  good  breeding  he  laid 
bare  his  heart  to  her  in  the  long,  involved 
phrases  we  find  in  the  romance  literature. 
The  lady,  who,  perhaps,  after  the  coquettish 
fashion  denounced  in  satires  of  the  day.  has 
extracted  her  eyebrows  and  stray  hairs,  Lis¬ 
tens  with  open  countenance  and  a  smile 
which  gleams  Like  a  ray  of  sunshine.  Bat 
meanwhile  the  axles  creak,  the  horses'  hoofs 
grate  upon  the  stones,  the  manchme  moves 
on  in  a  series  of  jolts,  slicking  fast  in  the 
ruts,  or  almost  overturned  in  crossing  a 
ditch,  into  which  it  fails  back  with  a  heavy 
thud.  It  is  necessary  to  utter  the  long 
sj iccches  from  "  Mort  d' Arthur  in  a  loud 
voice,  if  they  are  to  be  heard.  This  trifling 
necessity  suffices  to  destroy  the  charm  of  the 
finest  sentiments  ,  so  many  shocks  affect 
the  flower,  and  when  presented  by  the 
knight,  ii  has  lost  its  rare  perfume.  The 
possession  of  such  a  vehicle  was  a  princely 
luxury  It  was  bequeathed  by  will,  and  was* 
esteemed  a  valuable  gift.  On  September 
Si.*,  IJjb,  Llixaboth  de  Burgh,  Lady  Clare, 
wrote  her  Inst  wishes  and  left  her  eldest 
daughter  *  ’  ton  grant  char  ote  Lea  houces,  U j- 
peU  et  guiiey na,"  (her  great  coach,  with  its 
hangings  and  cushions.  )  In  the  twentieth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Richard  U. ,  Roger 
Rouland  received  £400  for  a  carnage  in¬ 
tended  for  Queen  Isabella,  and  in  the  sixth 
year  of  Edward  lll.  s  reign,  Master  la 
Zouehe  received  £1.000  for  the  chanol  of 
Queen  Eleanor.  Such  sums  were  enormous 
siuce  in  the  fourteenth  century  the  average 
price  of  an  ox  was  13s.  1  jd.,  of  a  sheep  ls. 
3d.,  aud  of  a  cow  Us.  (id.,  while  a  fowl  cost 
a  penny  Compare  this  with  the  price  of 
Queen  Eleanor’s  chariot. — -Yew  Quarterly 
Mapaane.

A  MAN  C't.OTlIF.D  IN  MONEY. 

The  Paris  EcJuj  du  Kord  relates  that  a 
rrau  was  arrested  recently  at  Haliuin  on  a 
charge  of  bigamy,  and  that  his  appearance 
was  one  of  extreme  destitution.  Something 
there  was,  however,  in  his  manner  which 
attracted  the  notice  of  the  policemen 
charged  with  his  wardship,  and  induced 
them,  contrary  to  what  seema  to  be  their 
usual  custom,  to  search  the  supposed  beg¬ 
gar.  On  stripping  him  of  his  outer  cover, 
iugs  of  rags,  the  man  was  found  to  be  liter¬ 
ally  clothed  in  money,  his  apparel  being 
loaded  in  all  directions  with  coins,  mostly 
pieces  of  20  francs.  They  had  been  sewn 
up  in  mgs  at  a  time  dating  back  in  several 
Cases  many  years,  and  were  by  long  disuse 
covered  by  a  sort  of  mould  which  made 
them  at  first  appear  to  be  copper  coins. 
The  pceBessor  of  this  walking  treasury  was 
fifty-five  yeara  of  age,  and  described  himself 
as  a  farm  laborer,  with  this  qualification, 
that  when  he  could  not  get  farm  work  to  do 
he  occasionally  indulged  in  begging.  He 
justified  this  latter  occupation  upon 
principles  of  *’ economy,”  being  desirious, 
as  he  said,  not  to  waste  his  gold  pieces  by 
changing  them  for  silver.  Aa  for  his  omis¬ 
sion  to  provide  him  with  a  puree,  that  was 
accounted  for  a  similar  way.  He  did  not 
see  the  necessity  for  squandering  money 
upon  such  an  investment.
